Filipinos an Intelligent and Hetero- 


geneous People, but National Honor 
Forbids Uncle Sam to Turn Back. 
Home Rule Suggested as a Way 
Out of the Present Difficulty. 
Ithaca, N. Y., Sept. 14.—A statement 


on Philippine affairs was given out by 
President Sehurman, who has returned 
to his office in Cornell university. In 
substance he says: 


"The archipelago, with its thousands 


of miles of coast line, gives some idea 
of the difficulty of maintaining an ef- 
fective -blockade. The multiplicity and 
heterogeneous nature of the tribes is 
something astounding. Over 60 differ- 
ent languages are spoken in the archi- 
pelago, and the majoritiy of the tribes 
are small. The speech of any one trib'e 
is unintelligible to its neighbors. These 
tribes are all civilized and Christian-' 
ized, 
but 
small 
uncivilized 
tribes, 


among whom the Igorotes seem best 
known in America, inhabit the moun- 
tains of Luzon and form a large part 
of the population of Mindanao. In this 
island also there is a. large Mahomtne- 
dan population, which is independent 
oE the Mohammedans in the neighbor- 
ing Sulu archipelago. 


"It is the Tagnlos inhabiting some 


of the provinces about Manilla who are 
resisting the authorities of the United 
States. 
Other civilized Filipinos are 


neutral, except where they are coerced 
by armed bands oE Tagalos, who seized 
upon 
their 
governments during the 


making and ratification of our treaty 
of peace wvth Spain. 
It would be in- 


correct to assume, however, that these 
tribes are allies of ours. They are not. 


"The 
insurrection, though serious 


enough, as experience has proven, is 
net a national uprising. 
Indeed, there 


is no Philippine nation. 


"The Univecl States having assumed 


by a treaty of peace with Spain sover- 
eignty over the archipelago, became re- 
sponsible for the maintenance of peace 
and order, the administration of jus-. 
tics, the security of life and property 
arrcng ail the tribes of the archipelago. 
This is an obligation .which i n t n U i g ^ n t 
Filipinos, not less 
than foreign na- 


Both Sides Represented by Able >Icn 


and a Variety of Views Are Aired. 
Organization of the Electing and 
tlie Oflleors Selected to Preside Over 
the Deliberations. 
Chicago, Sept.' 14.—With half the del- 


egates appointed by the various states 
in attendance, the 
Civic 
Federation 


conferences on the uses and abuses of 
trusts and combinations began. 


The meeting took place in Central 


Music hall, and was called to order by 
Franklin H. Head, 
president of the 


Civic Federation. 
With the progress 


of the speaking it became evident that 
many of the delegations had come with 
firm convictions for or against trade 
combinations. The speech of Mr. Woo- 
ten of Texas, hammering trusts in a 
merciless manner, aroused the wildest 
enthusiasm in the ranks of the labor 
representatives and 
the Delegations 


from 
many 
western 
and 
southern 


states, while the easterners generally 
smiled critically and kept their arms 
foldod. 


Chairman Head delrvered an address 


in exp'anation of the call of the con- 
ference. Professor Jenks followed with 
a paper under the caption "Problems 
Before the Conference." Professor Ad- 
ams spoke on the same subject. 
! 


These addresses were received atten- 


tively, but it remained for Dudley Woo- 
len of the Texas delegation to stir up 
enthusiasm of the campmeeting varie- 
ty. He was frequently interrupted by 
cheering, and was rapturously received 
by his fellow-delegates from the Lone 
Star state upon the completion of his 
peroration. 


John Graham Brooks of Cambridge, 


Mass., and William Fortune, president 
of the Indiana state "board of com- 
merce, delivered addresses which elic- 
ited considerable applause. 


The paper of Governor Atkinson of 


West Virginia' was well received. At- 
torney General Rowe of Missouri re- 
viewed insurance combinations. 
He 


said: "If we must have trusts I suggest 
that laws be enacted 
by sovereign 


states declaring the members of the 
corporations responsible to the same 
extent as the members of a copartner- 
ship for the debts or acts and liabilities 
of a corporation." 


Drummers Complain. 


P. E. Dowe, president of the Com- 


mercial 
Travelers' 
National league, 


spoke in part as follows: 
"Commercial 


travelers are opposed to trusts, both 
from policy and principle, and consider 
them detrimental and demoralizing— 
detrimental as menacing the posses- 
sion and enjoyment by the people of 
tkose rights to life,liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness and equal privileges 
and possibilites in the application of 
individual enterprise and experience; 
demoralizing, as presenting un-Ameri- 
can conditions, imitations of English 
business methods, and as offering evi- 
dences of - rascality and 
corruption."
